Of course Mr. C. thought thnro would bo 
no further diflieulty about the niatlor, and 
wlien his term of service expired, expected 
that ho Would be duly admTUed^ei\,|^lled. 

The service commenced on September 24, 
1859, iind ended on .Seplember 24, 1860. 
The ceililicale of. 'Mr. Rinf^ to that cU'eol was 
filed in Cunrl. After this .serviee expired, 
Mr. Copland enquired of the Chiet Juilico 
when he wonkl bo admitted? 'J'he iuj)iy 
was in " November" — that word was written 
by tlio Judge himself in the nolico. Sub- 
sequently application was made for u fiat 
for admis.sion, but it was refused. The 
CluL'f dnstioe wald that lie had made no rule 
for his admi.ssioii. Nor has any been niude 
since. Tlins we have .i j^reat wroii;x uoni- 
mittod. We find that Mr. Copland served 
his year with Mr. Kinj^, the barrister, with 
the siuieiioii of the Chief Justice. That 
lime is lost. Since the expiry of that year, 
he ha^ bei'n iniabli; to practice for one year 
and ci';lu months ! Twenty inontlis of jiro- 
lessional practice has been lost, through the 
non-fnUillincnt of Mr. Cameron's Word as 
Chief dnstice, and twelve niontti's cleric- 
shin besides ! ! Such are the elfccts of the 
coii'ducl of our chiol judjre. Could anything 
be iriore inioierable Two years and eisht 
months of m) indu<;lriniis man's life are thus 
thrown away by a diaiiei-jud!,'e not I'liltillinj;

QuiTB K Row,— On Friday evening last a drunk- 
en raan.o'-war's man entered the Albion Saloon 
and used abusive lani^uuije to one of the proprie- 
tors and was buinmnrily ejcetcd, On yetting out- 
side ho fell to fighting with a Danish sailor, and 
being too drunk to fight well, was soon whipped 
A mosamale of tho raan-o'-war's-nian, who was 
also tight, staggered along just then and seeing tho 
pli.aht of his friend, pitched into the Dane, and du- 
ring the scrimniegc was worsted by his antagonist, 
who, when theory of "rolice" was raised, made his 
cscajic.
